Chapman Document EarnsCom 


A multitude of complaints 
concerning the Environmental 
Impact Report for the widening of 
Chapman Avenue, being considered 
Monday night by Placentia’s 
Beautification Commission sitting 
as a Review Board, prompted the 
commission to adjourn their meeting 
to a special session next Monday 
night, November 10. 

Objections involved a number of 
errors in the report, for which 
principal planner, James G. Funk of 
Urban Futures, Inc., Santa Ana, had 
already issued to commissioners a 
several page compilation of errors 
and corrections. The original EIR 
was furnished to the city of Placentia 
at a cost of $7,000.

City Will Take 
SpecialCensus 


The City of Placentia will conduct 
a special census beginning January 
13, 1976 for the purpose of getting 
an accurate count of its population. 

The resulting figures will be used 
to qualify for increased payments 
from state taxes on gasoline, 
cigarettes and motor vehicles which 
are paid to cities on the basis of their 


population. 

The data will also be used for 
economic analysis, land use 
planning. school planning and 


determining community problems. 

The census will be conducted 
through a door-to-door enumeration 
and the cooperation of all residents 
is essential for a successful census, 
the citys planning department 
advises. All information is strictly 
confidential. It may be used only for 
statistical purposes and may not be 
used for taxation or investigation 
pursuits. Individuals are never 
identified in the date, neither by 
name nor address. 

The city will be hiring temporary 
enumerators to conduct the census, 
the department reports. Applicants 
should be United States citizens and 
at least 18 years of age. The job will 
last 10 to 14 days and enumerators 
must be willing to work at least six 
hours a day, including evenings and 
Saturdays. The pay will be $2.35 per 
hour and appplications will be 
accepted beginning December |, 
1975S.

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The corrections involved such 
matters as the total cost of widening 
Chapman Avenue for the stretch 
between Murray Street and Anned 
Drive along five specified routes; 
faulty labels and descriptions, which 
in one case mixed up two properties; 
the number of structures affected by 
the various widening paths and 
conflicting information on the 
ownership of a property. 

With five commissioners present 
(Chairman Patricia Matteson and 
student Linda Brundage were 
absent), the review board heard a 
variety of complaints, centered 
around the fact that the 185-page 
EIR had been available to the public 
only ‘*for seven working days.”

attorney, representing Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Laborde, spoke briefly. The 
Labordes contend that widening of 
this stretch of Chapman Avenue has 
already been designated by previous 
city councils and documents, to 
follow the present roadway. 

Von Esch asked for more time for 
his clients and the public to study the 
report. 

Also speaking were representa- 
tives from the Placentia Calvary 
Church, which would be affected by 
some of the widening plans. Rev. 
Phil Lewis noted several errors in 
the report, including houses mixed 
up in ownership and description 


‘‘and neither one described 
accurately.” 
Ollie Weaver, from Calvary 


Church, also expressed concern over 
the possible cul-de-sacing of Alta 
Street, which runs between the 
church's parking lot and a field it 
owns to the east. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Jack Scarpa 
addressed the report. 

Funk, at one place in the two-hour 
hearing, which ended past 11:30 
p.m., advised commissioners as to 
what their job is and admonished 
them to send the report along to the 
planning commission. 

‘‘What your job is here,’ Funk 
outlined, addressing commissioners 
from the podium by their first 
names, “is to evaluate the content 
(of the report) as to whether it is 
adequate in terms’ of the 
requirements of the city's guidelines 


for the contents of this EIR. So I just 
ask you to pass it on. 

‘Now these ladies and gentlemen 
(the audience), will have another 
opportunity at the final report to 
review it, to determine its 
sufficiency and I will be required to 
prepare it. 

‘*So I would say that you (the 
commissioners) have had two weeks 


on it, which is the normal 
procedure."’ 
Thomas Nelson, the city’s 


Director of Community Develop- 
ment advised against rushing 
through the document. 

Funk, in his addendum of 
corrections, slightly revised the 
estimates of costs of the various 
alignments, usually within $500.

Cost Of Widening 
Up To A Million 


90- Day Reprieve 


The future of a Day Care Center at 
the Valencia United Methodist 
Church on Valencia Avenue, north 
of Bastanchury Road, appeared 
uncertain last week as Placentia 
Planning Commissioners granted a 
90-day extension of the use permit. 

At that time the school, operated 
by the Green Valley PreSchool must 
convince commissioners that is it 
complying with its original intent. 

Controversy has arisen between 
the school, which serves youngsters 
from disadvantaged areas, and 
homeowners of Lemke Drive to the 
north of the church grounds, who are 
complaining in unison over the noise 
and nuisance from the school 
children. 

Mrs. Connie Kenty, Director of 
the school, obviously upset by the 
complaints, expressed ‘‘vehement 
opposition"’ to statements in a letter 
she had received. 

Stating that no one had come out 
to observe the school in the past two 
weeks, Mrs. Kenty was informed by 
Commission Chairman Walter 
Nollac: ‘‘I was there this morning.”’ 

‘My school carries more 
stringent restrictions than any other 
school in the area that I know of. | 
maintian a one to five ratio, staff to 
children, which you would not find in 


any other school in the city,’" Mrs 
Kenty informed commissioners. 

Commissioner Lee Van Gorden 
told Mrs. Kenty that she had visited 
the nursery school last week, ‘‘And | 
looked for someone to talk to and to 
be honest with you, as a teacher, | 
found it so chaotic I could have 
stolen the place and no one would 
have known I was there.”’ 

Nollac said that he could not 
believe that this school was any 
worse than any other school. 

Residents in the area complained 
predominantly at the hearing about 
the invasion of their privacy by the 
amount of noise generated by the 
childrea. 

Commissioners, however, voted 
unanimously for the three months 
extension of the permit to operate 
the school, which is in a single family 
residential area. At the end of that 
time, they warned, the school must 
come up with an acceptable solution 
to the problems. 

The commission recommended 
that the school’s play ground, which 
is the site of most of the problems, 
be moved to the interior of the 
church grounds, but Mrs. Kenty 
expressed the opinion that would be 
economically prohibitive

The cost of widening Chapman 
Avenue between Murray Street and 
Anned Drive, may cost Placentia 


anywhere from $755,239 to 
$1,167,090, depending on the 
alignment selected, the recently 


completed Environmental Impact 
Report by Urban Futures, Inc. of 
Santa Ana predicts. 

The various possible alignments 
also will move between S and 14 
structures and dislocate between 11 
and 47 people. 

The Environmental Report Mon- 
day night was reviewed by the city's 
Beautification Commission, sitting 
as an EIR Review Board at a public 
meeting at City Hall. 

The report, setting forth seven 
alternatives, estimates: 

Alignment #1, Symmetrical about 
the Centerline Route, would 
demolish 12 single family dwellings, 
the Southern California Water 


Over YL Objections 


The city of Yorba Linda has 
appealed a controversial condomin- 
ium development, which is in the 
city of Placentia but borders Yorba 
Linda and would use Yorba Linda 
streets 

The appeal was lodged following a 
split 3 to 2 decision by the Placentia 
Planning Commission last Tuesday, 
concerning the 32-unit garden 
apartment development which will 
join half acre estates in Yorba Linda. 

The four-acre tract lies at the 
extreme eastern edge of Placentia 
along Mariposa and _ Lakeview 
Avenues 

The condominium plans in the 
area have stagnated as Placentia 
planning commissioners requested 
that the density of the development 
be dropped from 10 units an acre to 
eight. Since that time the city of 
Yorba Linda has begun an active 
campaign for a cooperative effort 
between the two cities to reconsider 
the way the area will be developed. 

Phillip Paxton, Planning Director 
of Yorba Linda, speaking for that 
city reiterated the problems with 
Mariposa, a partially developed 
street; the future dissension over 
placing condominiums next to 
half-acre horse ranches and other 


Teachers Survive Revolution 


In the country of Ethiopia, 
Winterhaven, California may not be 
a household word...buf the reverse 
may well be true in the little 
California city that lies just across 
the border from Yuma, Arizona. 

This influx of Ethiopian informa- 
tion could be accountable only to a 
new teacher in town, Phillip Dale 
and his pretty wife Carolyn. 

Not long ago, the young couple, 
who previously taught in Placentia 
Unified School District schools and 
lived in Yorba Linda, were well 
established on the Ethiopian 
mainland, so many geographical 
miles away. They had planned on 
staying three years. 

Then came the revolution. 

Dale, who had been teaching fifth 
grade at Fairmont Elementary in 
Yorba Linda (Carolyn was a PUSD 
music teacher and they met at 
Brookhaven School), decided to 
accept the challenge of being 
principal at The Good Shepherd 
School in Ethiopia. 

The school, including kindergar- 


ten through the 12th grade, was 
conducted in English. Books and 
curriculums were similar to those 
used in local schools here. The 
youngsters, however, came from a 
wide diversity of backgrounds. 

Among the students were some 
great grandchildren of Emperor 
Haile Selassie. When the Dales 
arrived, that meant royalty. A month 
later it meant no life at all. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dale moved into a 
40-acre compound, into a cinder 
block house with a tin roof 
Temperatures were extremely mild 
It rained a lot during the rainy 
season but only for an hour or so a 
day. 

With the Dales were their three 
boys. Mark was about three months 
old; Kevin a little over a year and 
John was 9. It was a new adventure 

What the Dales saw indirectly 
from their vantage point was 4 
3,000-year-old monarchy crumble 
into a 150-person committee. Life 
became tenuous and Dale saw the 
heartbreak and terror of the events 


mirrored in the faces of his students. 

‘*A month after we got there, they 
had the revolution,’’ Dale recalls. 
‘Every member of the ruling 
committee was vying for top spot. 
People would go into prison and 
disappear. 

‘*We had several students in the 
school whose fathers, uncles, 
brothers were killed when they 
executed about 60 former officials in 
the country.” 

“It was a one night affair...all 
machine gunned down. There were 
frequent assassinations, disappear- 
ances. We were a few miles out of 
town, but it took us a long time to get 
any information out of the city. Most 
of our information came through 
rumor.’’ 

Concerning Haile Selassie’s great 
grandchildren. ‘‘When this assas- 
sination event took place, their 
father, grandfather and uncle were 
executed. And then a few months 
afterward, their mother, the 
Princess, committed suicide.

Company tower, the Bank of 
America and modify the Calvary 
Church. It would necessitate the 
relocation of 39 persons and would 
cost $1,167,090. 

Alignment #2, Northerly Route, 
would demolish 5 single family 
homes, the Bank of America, 
Standard Service Station and the 
Laborde Realty building. Eleven 
people would be relocated and the 
cost would be $988,092. 

Alignment #3, Southerly Route, 
would destroy 12 single family 
residences, take the water tower and 
modity the Gulf Oil Company station 
and the Calvary Church. Affected 
would be 47 people and the cost 
would be $1,070,222. 

Alignment #4, Northerly-Souther- 
ly Route, would remove four single 
family homes, the Laborde Realty 
building, modify the Gulf Oil Station 
and Calvary Church, affect 11 
people and the cost would be 
$755,239. 

Alignment #5, Northerly-Souther- 
ly Route, would affect 12 family 
residences, take the water tower and 
modify the Gulf Oil Co. station and 
the Calvary Church, The cost would 
be $1,073,700 and 47 people would 
be affected. 

Alternatives 6 and 7 either leave 
the street as it is or improve the 


boulevard within the existing 
rights-of-way. 

Other items included in the 
18S5-page Environmental Report 


cover a variety of areas: 

On noise: the greatest source on 
Chapman Avenue is motor vehicles 
with trucks supplying the highest 
peak sound levels. 

The report states: ‘Even without 

proposed widening and 
realignment, the traffic volume 
would continue to increase.’’ West 
of Bradford Avenue, traffic ~is 
averaging 14,000 vehicles a day, to 
increase to 24,000 and east of 
Bradford Avenue, the estimates are 
that the count would go from the 
present 10,000 to 17,000. Noise 
levels would increase to a ‘‘typical

Rancher Killed In 
Freak Accident 


Services for Arnold A. Plegel, a 
native of Anaheim, who at one time 
attended school in Placentia, were 
held Monday following a freak 
electrical accident in which both 


Plegel and Roberto Martinez 
Sanchez, 20, of Placentia were 
killed. 


The two men were farming on a 
plot of ground in Anaheim, near La 
Palma and _ Tustin Avenues, 
preparing to plant strawberries, 
when a cutter on the tractor Plegel 
was driving made contact with a wire 
which hit high voltage line. 

Plege! was killed instantly and 
Sanchez was apparently walking in 
back of the tractor. When Sanchez 
attempted to save Plegel and pull 
him from the tractor, Sanchez also 


was killed. 

The line carried 12,000 volts of 
electricity. 

Plegel, 61, currently resided in 


Yorba Linda and was well known in 
this area as a farmer and a citizen 
interested in civic affairs. 

He, along with his two brothers, 
were raised on the Plegel ranch 
where Autonetics now stands. One 
of the brothers, Carl Plegel, father of 
Walter Plegel, wel! known Placen- 
tian, died three years ago. The 
surviving brother is Emil Plegel of 


Buena Park. 

Plegel, who had lived in Yorba 
Linda for six years, had farmed all 
his life. His Arnold's Corn Shack 
was a familiar landmark on State 
College Boulevard, between Com- 
monwealth and Orangethorpe Av- 
enues. He frequently ate lunch at 
the restaurants along Placentia’s 
Santa Fe Street and assisted with 
Mexican American Activities in the 
area. 

The accident that took the two 
lives occured last Tuesday. 

Services for Plegel were held 


Monday at Waverly Church at 
Fairhaven Memorial Park, Santa 
Ana. Officiating was Rev. Otto 


Nielsen of the Messiah Lutheran 
Church of Yorba Linda with burial at 
Fairhaven Memorial Park. 
Surviving the well known rancher 
are his widow Anita of the home; 
three daughters, JoAnn Proud of 
Anaheim; Catherine Johnson of 
Hawaii and Marion Plegel of Corona 
Del Mar; one son, Edward of 
Fullerton; brother Emil, of Buena 
Park and four grandsons.

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Industrial Tract On 
Drawing Board 


Unanimous approval given re- 
cently to an Environmental Impact 
Report and a tentative tract map, 
may open a second confrontation 
between the city of Brea and 
homeowners across the border in the 
city of Placentia. 

The approval by Brea’s Planning 
Commission opens a second front on 
the border skirmish between the 
83.5 acre industrial tract to be 
developed by Moreland Construc- 
tion Company, a subsidiary of Union 
Oil Company and the property 
owners who are seeking considera- 
tion for their adjoining $60,000 to 
$70,000 homes. 

The planning commission ap- 
provals now advance to the Brea City 
Council for its consideration 
Wednesday night, November 5 at 
7:30 p.m. in the Brea Council 
Chambers. 

The first effort by Moreland 
Company to develop the large 
property north of Golden Avenue, 
between Kraemer Boulevard and 
Valencia Avenue, ended in the 
courts when members of the 
Placentia Golden Homeowners 
Association sued on/the basis of 
deficiencies in the EIR and other 
considerations. 

The city of Brea and the 
homeowners at that time, settled the 
disagreement out of court with the 
understanding that Brea would drop 
whatever action it had taken and 
restart development procedures 
from the beginning. 

Protestants at the recent Tuesday 
night session, speaking for the 
Placentia homeowners included 
Placentia attorney, John W. Prager,

Jr., Diane Parkeson and Gordon 
Bricken, who is a Santa Ana 
Councilman and the manager of 
Olson Laboratories in Anaheim. 
Bricken found fault with the 
enviornmental report. 

Among items mentioned in 
protest were air quality, the noise of 
traffic within the industrial develop- 
ment; overloading of streets around 
the perimeters of the tract and 
changing of sun patterns into the 
back yards of the homes. 

Also approved by the planning 
commission was a tentative tract 
map for the industrial acreage, 
conforming to the general plan for 
light manufacturing but not noting 
any specific developments within 
the borders. 

The Moreland Development 
Company, Simi Valley, in its first 
developmental plans sought to use 
the homeowners own block walls 
rather than provide barriers within 
the industrial park. However, final 
Stipulations at that time which 
continued through the planning 
commission, the city council and the 
board of zoning adjustment, vetoed 
the mutual wall plan and provided a 
20 foot buffer between the homes 
and the industrial tract. 

The homeowners sought a 74-foot 
buffer with an 18-foot mounded and 
landscaped berm to block the noise 
and obstruct the unwanted view.

Property owners in a Placentia- 
Yorba Linda-Brea-Orange County 
district, north of Imperial Highway 
and west of Rose Drive, who have 
pressed for mose than a year for 
considerations on zoning around 
their agricultural property, had 
victory within their grasp recently... 
but lost it temporarily in a 
split council of three members. 

The area's zoning problems, 
which have seesawed back and 
forth, in Placentia City Council and 
Planning Commission meetings, 
and even threatened to enter the 
courts, began with the annexation of 
the acreage into the city of Placentia. 

The homeowners within the 
annexation live on half acre to 1% 
acre properties, which permits them 
the right to keep horses, rabbits and 
other farm accessories. 

Testifying a multitude of times at 
city meetings, the property owners 
have pointed out that their 
agreement to being annexed into

Placentia was on the provision that 
they be allowed to maintain their 
zoning and that vacant property that 
came in with them would be kept 
residential. 

In ensuing months the Placentia 
City Council rezoned the adjoining 
vacant area in the annexation to R-3, 
PUD, which led to the planning of a 
high density apartment develop- 
ment next to the rural properties. 
This development has since been 
halted, with the property owners 
testifying frequently, against it. The 
development is now in quiescence. 

The threatened court actions 
involve the cessation of the high 
density apartment development and 
homeowners pursuance of their 
rights on annexation. 

With only three councilmen 
aboard at last Tuesday night's 
meeting (Councilman Robert Langer 
was in Russia and Councilman

by the residents of the dwellings 
along the route as well as among 
he people attending church services 
and conducting business in 
structures along the route. 

‘The increased noise from high 
traffic volumes along both Bradford 
Avenue and Chapman Avenue 
might be of sufficient intensity to 
motivate the church members at 
Calvary Church to select a new site 
and decrease the value of existing 
structures for residential use 
adjacent the roadway,’’ the report 
states. 

Concerning redevelopment plans 
of the area, the report points out that 
clearing of the structures on the 
various routes, would make possible 
the consolidation of parcels and the 
construction of multiple residential 
dwelling units at a higher density, as 
much as 25 units per acre. ‘‘It is 
likely that the area would be 
developed at double its present 
density, resulting in an increase of 
between 8 to 24 additional dwelling 
units,"’ adding between 20 and 72 
persons. 

Fifty-four per cent of the 
residential households in the project 
area now are renters. 

Interviews along the widening 
paths indicated that property 
owners have no current plans to sell 
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and seven owners thought the 
improvement of Chapman Avenue 
would increase the value of their 
property. Fourteen of the 24 
indicated they would not oppose the 
widening if they received a fair price 
and relocation assistance, the report 
States. 


Concerning the age of the 
structures along the widening 
routes: The average age of 


residential structures is 44.6 years 
and almost two-thirds are more than 
50 years old. No new structures have 
been built along the stretch of street 
in the past 10 years. Except for one 
house, all construction in the past 20 
years has been commercial. 

This indicated that economic 
forces along this portion of Chapman 
Avenue no longer favor the single 
family residential uses,"’ the report 
points out. 

The booklet explains that 
businesses have been attracted to 
this area by access to the major 
street, being dependent upon the 
automobile for customers. 

‘*However,’’ the report states, 
“‘the local market was not originally 
the reason for Bank of America 
locating its branch here. In fact, it is 
presently considering a move to an 
alternate location since the present 


location is not an economic optimal 
one.”’ 

Concerning this property, the 
report continues: ‘‘Should the bank 
property be partly taken for the road 
widening and the structure re- 
moved, the remaining piece of 
property would remain as a highly 
valuable commercial site. It’s value 
would extend beyone the site itself 
as it would create opportunities to 
combine with existing commercial 
uses adjacent to it on the north and 
greatly open up the shopping area to 
traffic exposure. 

‘‘This could prove to be a valuable 
asset to the city as a stimulant to the 
currently struggling commercial 
uses there.”’ 

The report further warns that 
residential dislocation by highway 
rights-of-way cause few economic 
problems for middle and upper 
income groups is there is an 
adequate supply of available 
housing but that the ‘‘poor, old or 
non-white have serious economic 
and social problems. in relocating 
their homes."’ 

‘Residents relocated from right- 
of-way areas have typically im- 
proved their living accommodations, 


‘though at increased cost to them.”’

A Look Into New York’s Case 


To the Editor: 


Until four years ago, I had been a 
life-long resident of New York State 
who lived in the suburbs and worked 
in the area surrounding New York 
City and in the City of New York 
itself. 

For years the leadership in the city 
and the state of New York have led 
the residents of that state to believe 
that everything was going along just 
fine. Those who would and did call 
for restraints on government 
spending and borrowing were 
looked upon as conservative radicals 
who didn’t understand the finer 
points of funding a government 
budget. 

In the words of the former 
Governor of New York State, Nelson 
Rockefeller, ‘‘The needs of all the 
people must be heard. We live in 
the most populous state in the union 
and we must be the !eaders in social 
and political reform.” 

Well, they were the leaders. They 
set up welfare programs that were 
huge giveaways. They actively 
sought people from outside the state 
to participate in this ‘‘Great New 
Adventure’’. The promised and 
delivered the biggest, best benefits 
in the nation. They paid the best 
salaries, they recruited high paid 
staff to administer these programs. 
They sent these workers into the 
streets to find more and more people 
who could receive these wonderful 
gifts. As the system grew it fed upon 
itself and mushroomed into one of 
the giant monsters that have led to 
this once great city’s problems. 

Leadership in the area of political 


reform meant that instead of hard 
negotiations with labor, the contract 
settlements were very generous and 
eventually provided higher salaries 
for government employees than 
were being paid to the citizens who 
worked in private industry. 

The idea of paying better salaries 
and providing better assistance to 
those in need is one that we can all 
sympathize with. We can, that is, as 
long as these and other similar 
trends in government don’t bring 
about the type of financial crisis we 
now see in New York. 

What is happening there may only 
be the harbinger of similar 
circumstances in many of the other 
great cities and towns throughout 
our country. We all need to have a 
better understanding of how this 
came about. We all need to know if 
our own cities are on the same 
railroad to disaster. 

It is because of this concern that I 
am prepared to make the motion at 
the next Republican Central 
Committee meeting calling upon our 
California representatives of the 
Republican party in the Nations 
Capitol to call for an investigation 
into the circumstances that have led 
to New York City's plight. It is my 
firm conviction that if public 
hearings are conducted on the 
national level, that we may be able to 
prevent similar problems in other 
cities.

“‘We had over 25 different 
nationalities. At the beginning we 
had over 350 students.”’ 

The Dales also found out what it 
means for a country to have the 
second lowest standard of living in 
the world. 

“*North of us was the city dump,”’ 
the Dales recall. ‘‘Next to that was 
the Leper Colony. They had a village 
there of over 600 lepers, very near 
our compound. 

Homes were made of stone or 
sticks and cow dung...odorous on a 
hot day or a rainy one. A visitor from 
India said she had never seen 
anything like the Leper Colony, not 
even in India. 

‘*There was no public sanitation in 
the country. All the water, whether 
it was well water or river water was 
polluted. Most of the health prolems 
in the country can be traced to the 
polluted water. 

“Things just changed places 
while we were there. The military 
now lives in the houses they kicked 
the nobility out of. The country 
simply changed one master for 
another. The majority of the peopie 
are very, very poor. 

**A lot of U.S. aid came in to feed 
the people but ended up north 
feeding the army who were putting 
down the rebels. 

“The United States was very 
much critized for its part in 
supplying military aid to the 
government there just before the 
end of Vietnam. The United States 
has the largest military operation in 
Africa in Ethiopia. There are 
hundreds of service people in Addis 


Ababa. They are getting criticized. 

‘They have nationalized many 
industries over there. They put their 
own people in and then the industry 
would close down for lack of 
knowledge or lack of attainment. 
Actually they are putting more of 
their people out of work. Sad to 
watch. 

“There is not protection for 
children. We couldn’t put them 
down to play. There was a rock 
quarry near by. Most of the dogs 
there run in packs and most of them 
are rabid, Kevin became allergic to 
milk and had diarrhea for the first six 
month.’ 
months.”’ 

*‘He was so sick,’’ his mother 
recalls. ‘It was a miracle that healed 
him. There was nothing else it could 
have been. All of a sudden he was 
healed.’’ The Dales, when in the 
area, attend Placentia’s Calvary 
Church. 

Mrs. Dale tells how she prepared 
food for the family. ‘‘All the produce 
had to be soaked in clorox before you 
could eat it. You put it into a barrel of 
clorox and add your vegetables and 
soak for about 20 minutes. 

“What did it taste like? It tasted 
like clorox. It was either the bugs or 
the clorox. They live on your 
intestines and make you very, very 
sick. Sometimes they kill you. 

Mrs. Dale, who is expecting a 
baby in early December says 
gratefully, ‘‘Whatever it was we 
went through over there, it is 
something we will probably never 
experience again in our lifetime.

Placentia’s pedestrian 
safety accomplishments for 
1974 were acknowledged 
Wednesday night when 
Mayor Robert Lyons accep- 
ted a Pedestrian Safety 
Citation from the Automo- 
bile Club of Southern 
California. 

The award was earned in 
the American Automobile 
Association's 36th annual 
Pedestrian Safety Inven- 
tory, coordinated locally by 
the Auto Club. 

Michael R. Watson, the 
Club’s Region IV _ public 
service coordinator, presen- 
ted the award during the 
city council's 7:30 p.m. 
meeting at 401 E. Chapman 
Ave. 

The city won its award in 
competition with 369 U.S. 
cities of 25,000 to 50,000 
population, Watson said. 
Placentia had no pedestrian 
fatalities in 1974--for the 
second consecutive year. 
This compares to 2.1 per

This marks the eighth 
time in 11 years. that 
Placentia has received a 
Pedestrian Safety Citation 
for having one or more 
fatality-free years. Pedes- 
trian deaths kept the city 
from receiving awards for 
1966, 1970 and 1972. 


The AAA program recog- 
nizes cities and states that 
have made major contribu- 
tions towards lowering 
pedestrian fatality and 
injury rates, as well as those 
conducting the most effec- 
tive pedestrian safety pro- 
grams. Pedestrians are 
involved in nearly SO per 
cent of the traffic fatalities 
in most larger urban areas, 
according to AAA findings.

EHLD Program 
Approved 


An experimental pro- 
gram in which Educational- 
ly Handicapped teachers 
will work more as consult- 
ants than tutors was 
approved by trustees of the 
Placentia Unified School 
District Monday as another 
step toward implementa- 
tion of the state Master Plan 
for Special Education. The 
district was selected to 
participate in a_ state- 
funded program to develop 
a project to implement the 
plan. 

Approximately $19,000 
will be used to hire aides to 
work in nine selected 
elementary schools to oper- 
ate the program, according 
to Chuck Johannsen, direc- 
tor of special ed. 

“In the past, identified 
students were pulled out of 
classes to meet with EHLD 
teachers on a one-to-one 
tutorial basis for a specified 


number of minutes,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘The experimental 
program will utilize all the 
specialists’ skills to devise 
an individual program for 
each child and make 
recommendations about his 
program. The emphasis will 
be more on planning than 
on remediation.”’ 

Also approved by the 
board was the amended 
Consolidated Application, 
which reduces funding 
requests from $549,000 to 
$464,976. Dr. Marvin Stew- 
art, who is currently in 
charge of the Instructional 
Services Division, explain- 
ed that the Legislature did 
‘not appropriate enough 
monies to fund programs 
at the requested level. The 
only program with an 
increase is the bilingual 
education at Glenview/ 
Orchard, which jumped 
from $22,900 to $38,966.

The Paramedic Program 
proved to be an interesting 
topic when it was explained 
to the members of the 
Lynridge Homeowners As- 
sociation at the group's 
recent meeting. 

The activities of the 
paramedic teams stationed 
in Yorba Linda’ were 
explained by members 
Charlie Klein and Steve 
Werth. 

The pair told how they are 
trained, their duties and 
responsibilities and demon- 
strated some of the 
equipment they use. 

The paramedics said that 
those in the program in 
Orange County are employ- 
ees of the California State 
Division of Forestry. Their 
services are contracted for 
by the county and, in turn, 
by the cities they serve. 
Members are firemen who 
volunteered for the pro- 


gram. 
The initial training, they 
explained, involves 1068 


hours of classroom work, 
taught by medical special- 
ists. This includes four 
months of practical training 
at Orange County Medical 
Center. Additional time in 
the field is supervised by a 
fully certified paramedic 
prior to certification. 

The paramedics are 
required to undergo 60 
hours of classroom instruc- 
tion a year and have to be 
re-certified every two years. 

Klein and Werth answer- 
ed questions which includ- 
ed steps to take before the 
paramedics’ arrive and 
information to give to the 


dispatcher. 

On the former they 
stressed the importance of 
learning how to give 


mouth-to-mouth resuscita- 
tion and the proper method 
of stimulating the heart to 
beat. On the latter they said 


name, address, phone 
number, nearest cross 
street and nature of the 


problem is the important 
information, 

In the second portion of 
the program Vern Strong 
outlined preventative 
measures to take in regard 
to aluminum wiring in the 
home. 

Strong showed examples 
of suggested substitute 
electrical outlets and distri- 
buted copies of an analysis 
of the problem, and a 
detailed step by step 
procedure for preventing 
fires caused by faulty 
aluminum wiring.

In what was by far the 
best game played yet this 
season by the Tigers, 
Valencia lost yet another 
game this time to the CIF 
rated Raiders from Sonora, 
35-15. 


This win allowed the 
Raiders to retain their 
second place standing in the 
Orange League, one game 
behind undefeated El 
Dorado. The Tigers share 
the basement while still 
looking for their first win of 
the season. 

Only one major roster 
change was made by either 
team. In a surprise move 
the Tigers brought in 
Gerardo Hurtado to play 
quarterback and moved 
team leading rusher Mino 
Rodriguez to  Tailback. 
Tailback Donny Moreno 
was moved to fullback 
replacing Rod Evans. 


This move seemed to 
unbalance the Raiders as 
they appeared unable to 
contain Hurtados 2 for 4 
passing in the first quarter. 
He connected twice to end 
Nick Garcia for 87 yard 
including a Sl yard TD 
bomb for the first score of 
the game. Moreno ran well, 
rushing twice for 14 yards 
as the Tigers went 6 for 
thirty overall in the first 
period. 

Valencia's scoring drive 
Started after -a punt by 
Sonora’s all-purpose Brian 
Greer. Starting on their own 
37 yardline, Moreno broke 
loose for twelve to the 49. 
After an incomplete pass, 
Garcia broke downfield and 
Hurtado hit him for the 51 
yard score. The three play, 


63 yard drive ate up all of 36 
seconds off the clock. A 
Rodriguez kick made it 7-0 
at the end of the first 
quarter. 

Sonora came back early in 
the second quarter behind 
the needle-threading pas- 
sing of quarterback Jim 
Porter and the running of 
Greer from halfback, to 
drive 79 yards in S plays. 
Porter went 3 for 3 in 
passing, connecting with 
Trip Stevens for 33, Jim 
Calcagnie for 13, and 
scoring with a 33 yard spike 
to Tim Hanifin, his first of 
four scores for the night. 
Greer added the extra point 
to tie it at 7. 


Later in the quarter the 
Raiders took the ball at their 
own 21 after a Tiger punt. 
Greer drove through the 
Tiger line 4 times for 33 
yards and Porter went 4 for 
4, completing passes to 
Calcagnie for 11, Stevens 
for 6, and two more to 
Hanifin, one of 19 and 
another scoring pass of 24 
yards. Greer again split the 
uprights to put the Raiders 
ahead to stay at 14-7 as the 
half ended. 


This year the Sonora 
game was chosen as the 
annual Homecoming game, 
and culminated a week long 
celebration including queen 
elections, the annual par- 
ade and a dance. In the 
parade the Senior Class 
float was chosen for the 
grand marshall prize. The 
Juniors got the best float 
keeping within the theme 
Legends of Liberty. Fresh- 
man received the most 
original float award, and the 
Future Farmers of America 
Club won the Funniest 


theme float. Doreen Olivas 
was announced as_ this 
year’s Homecoming Queen. 

Sonora was the only 
scoring team in the third 
quarter, with Hanifin pul- 
ling in a 65 yard pass from 
Porter to lengthen the lead 
to 21-7 when Greer again 
added the extra point. 

Sonora again scored in 
the fourth, first on a 20 yard 
pitchout run by Tim Hanifin 
and once on a 15 yard run by 
Jeff Parker. Greer again 
added the extra points to 
give the Raiders the fina! 
tally of 35S. 

But Valencia wasn't 
through. With Rodriguez 
now at the controls, the 
Tigers drove downfield. 
Rod Evans, at fullback, 
finally drove in from the 
one. Attempting two points, 
a Rodriguez pass was 
knocked down by the alert 
Raiders. The game ended at 
35-13. 

Going into the final two 
weeks of the season, the 
Tigers still have district 
rival Esperanza next week. 
The Aztecs, although hav- 
ing lost players in key 
positions, are still tied with 
Canyon and Sonora at 2-1 in 
second place. The game wiil 
be played Friday night at 
Bradford Stadium and will 
start at 7:30 p.m. 

For the final week of the 
season, the Tigers will play 
the Wildcats from Brea- 
Olinda High School. Al- 
though the Wildcats share 
the cellar with the Tigers at 
0-3, they have been the 
victims of hard luck and 
Valencia will have to fight 
for a victory when they play 
them. The game will be a 
home game for the Tigers at 
Bradford Stadium Nov. 14 
at 7:30 p.m. 


Hawks Swoop 
Over Crown

Paced by the running of 
Jim Haynie and the passing 
of Todd Peterson, the El 
Dorado Golden Hawks 
defeated the Aztecs of 
Esperanza, 27-20, to assure 
the Hawks of a third 
Straight Orange League 
Championship. 

The Hawks got on the 
board early, and never 
surrendered the lead. ED 
lead by a score of 20-6 at the 
end of the third quarter, but 
gave up two touchdowns in 
the final period of play. 

El Dorado scored early in 
the first quarter, after a 
series of fumbles by both 
teams. The Hawks got the 
ball down to the 19 yard 
line, but could not score. On 
a fourth down situation, 
Todd Peterson booted a 36 
yard field goal to give ED a 
3-0 lead. 


Shortly into the second 
quarter, Esperanza was 
forced to punt, ED took the 
ball at the 47 and marched 
to the 11 in four plays. 
Peterson then tossed an 11 
yard pass to Craig Mcllroy 
for the touchdown. The 
point-after was good to give 
ED a 10-0 priority. 

Esperanza came right 
back, though, after the kick 
to march 80 yards in 13 
plays. With the ball at the 1 
yard line, Brad Geottsche 
took the kand off and 
scored. The two-point 
conversion attempt failed. 
The Hawks still lead, 10-6. 

On the next series of 
plays, after the kick, the 
Hawks got the ball down to 
the 13 yard line. After 
failing to score, Peterson 
came in again and put 
the ball through the 
uprights for a 30 yard field 
goal. ED took a 13-6 lead. 

After the halftime inter- 
mission, El Dorado took the 
ball on a punt at their own 8 
yard line. The Hawks then 
took the ball down to the 


Aztec’s 3 yard line after 
some excellent catches by 
split end Ken Dressel. Ronn 
Bose got the call, and ran 
the ball in for the 
touchdown. The PAT was 
good to put ED ahead by 14 
points, 20-6. 

The Hawks defense then 
“went to sleep’’, as El 
Dorado Coach Glen Hast- 
ings put it, and gave up two 
scoring plays to the Aztecs. 

Jim Teahan intercepted a 
Peterson pass to start one 
scoring drive. The Aztecs 
took the ball at their own 15 
yard line and went down 
field to the Hawks 1 yard 
line in 7 plays. Terry Nash 
took the ball over the top for 
the touchdown. The two- 
point conversion failed, but 
the Aztecs were within 
reach, by a 20-12 score. 

El Dorado came back with 
a TD of their own, with 
Haynie scoring on a 6 yard 
pass from. Peterson. The 
extra point was good to give 
the Hawks a 27-12 lead. 

Then the Hawks momen- 
tarily were stifled. The 
Aztecs had the ball on their 
own 18 yard line. Art 
Alverez burst down the side 
lines, with no covering him. 
Teahan hit him with a 
perfect pass, and Alverez 
scored. The one play 
covered 82 yards. The two 
point conversion was com- 
pleted to make the score 
27-20, ED. But there was no 
more scoring. 


Jim Haynie was the 
leading rusher for the 
Hawks, picking up 136 


yards in 12 carries, for an 11 
yard per carry average. 
Peterson passed for 176 
yards in 11 completions. 
The Hawks travel to Brea 
Friday night for their last 
road game of the season. 
The Wildcats are 0-3 in 
league while the Hawks are 
carrying a five game 
winning streak. If El! Dorado 
wins, the Orange League 


will be wrapped up for 
certain.

HORSE TALES 


by JOAN JOHNSON 


STRONGYLUS VULGARIS 
Part 4 

How long must treatment 
continue---Regular de- 
worming at six to eight 
week intervals must be 
continued for at least a year, 
usually much longer, before 
a heavily infected herd and 
premises can be reasonably 
cleansed. 

Two reasons---S. vulgaris 
larvae normally migrate in 


the animal's body six to 
eight months with some 
remaining much longer 
before returning to the 


intestine where they may be 
destroyed by medication. 

Second, while most 
strongyle eggs and larvae 
do not remain viable on the 
ground for more than two 
months, some may survive 
much longer. 

The problem of strongyle 
control must be regarded as 
a continuous one--a sus- 
tained rather than a 
periodic effort. The true 
parasite load can only be 
determined by a series of 
microscopic fecal examina- 
tions to determine the 
number of eggs present. 

What horses to treat--- All 
horses, mules and donkeys 
on the premises must be 
treated. All new arrivals 
should be de-wormed be- 
fore they are placed in areas 
where their droppings 
might contaminate pad- 
docks or grazing areas. 

A pet pony or donkey or 
any other horse on the 
premises, not included in 
the regular treatment sche- 
dule, will continue as a 
liberal source of worm egg 
contamination and defeat 
the whole purpose of the 
program. 

It is a fact that one horse 
with a 2,000 egg count per 
gram of feces (not an 
uncommon load) discharges 
25,000,000 eggs per day. 
The consequences of mis- 
sing a horse or two in 
treatment is obvious. 

When to treat foals---Lar- 
val migration from the time 


they are swallowed by the 
foal until they reach 
maturity in the intestine 
requires about six months. 
Thus foals under six 
months of age harbor the 
parasite in migratory 
phase---not in the gut. 

Consequently, medicat- 
ing a foal for the removal of 
adult S. vulgaris much 
before he is six months old 
is useless because he has 
none. Migratory larvae are 
not affected by usual drug 
treatments. 

The only safeguard for 
the foal is to insure that his 
complete environment, in- 
cluding his dam, is free 
from eggs and larvae. 

Evaluating effectiveness 
of a program---Microscopic 
fecal examination should be 
made periodically to check 
on the effectiveness of 
drugs being used and to 
determine the over-all 
effectiveness of a program. 

Sampling just prior to 
treatment will indicate the 


level of parasitism. A 
second sampling a week or 
two after treatment will 
indicate the efficacy of the 
drug.
